The’ varieties in the following list lend themselves satisfactorily to black cloth shading. The dates op- 


posite the varieties are those found most satisfactory when the given blooming date is desired. 


Use a good durable Black Cloth which has no less than 64 x 104 threads to the inch. Best results are 
obtained when the light intensity under the cloth when applied is 2 ft. candles or less. More light inten- 


sity than this will result in aria vec flowering and unevenness in bloom. 


The cloth should be applied at 5:00 P.M. and removed at 7 A.M. Shading is continued on pompons until 
the latest buds show color and most of the flowers are well developed. On the large flowering varieties 
shading can be discontinued after all flowering buds have attained the diameter of approximately half 


an inch. 


Make sure that covering is complete on all benches shaded, as any leaks in light will cause uneven spots 


in the bench at flowering time. 


lt is not recommended that the large flowering varieties be grown outdoors under shade, unless prop- 
er protection is provided. Fall rains and wind storms play havoc with large flowers when not protected. 


Therefore, inside growing is suggested unless proper overhead protection is provided. 


Best results are obtained when varieties of approximately the same blooming date are used for any one 
particular shading. When a spread in blooming dates is desired, repeated shading of a few varieties at 
weekly or ten-day intervals has proven more satisfactory than grouping a large number of varieties into 
any one shading. The shading dates given are those which have been found to be best for the respec- 


tive varieties. We recommend benching six weeks prior to shading. 


When only one branch is desired following a pinch, soft pinching should be practiced. Removal of the 
mere tip is best, for example, when standards are pinched to avoid crown buds. Thus the final pinch on 


standards should be a soft pinch. 


When several breaks are desired as in pinching of pompons, the pinch should be low enough to remove 
all of the soft growth. The lowest point at which the stem breaks off readily is about right for this type 
of pinch. 


For strong stems a single pinch is best. With more pinches plants become successively weaker. 


As an added suggestion, we would recommend the removal of black cloth after night fall to allow for a 
better circulation of air. This would prevent the accumulation of dampness and the unfavorable results 
that usually occur therefrom. This of course will cause considerable extra work as the cloth must be re- 
placed before morning. We feel however, that as this will improve the growth and the foliage it will 


be well worth the effort. Perfection is never obtained without added effort.

Dyihudded Sprays 


Good Chrysanthemums result from the careful and thor- 
ough practice of the basic principles of plant growth, 
plus the acknowledgment of certain differences in the 
nature of various varieties. Growing disbudded sprays is 
a modification in culture which is very much worthwhile. 


The procedure in growing disbudded sprays, is to wait 
until the crown bud forms, then remove all vegetative 
shoots but three. Later when terminal buds appear dis- 
bud each shoot similar to the normal disbudding of stand- 
ards. When the blooms mature there are three flowers 
in each spray. In singles and anemones the size of the 
blooms will be a trifle smaller in size than when they are 
grown as one flower per stem. 


Bunch disbudded spray pompons similar to the way used 
in bunching the regular grown pompons.

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Chrysanthemums will grow well in a wide range of soil types but a fibrous silt loam is preferred. Blue 


grass sod, to which super phosphate has been added, has given excellent results. 


Many growers plant chrysanthemums in old soil without sterilizing and expect good results. Many 
diseases and too much fertility are often found in old soil. Verticillium wilt (Seidewitz disease) is 
carried over in the old soil. If old soil is used sterilize with steam so that the soil is heated to 180 
to 200 degress F. for at least one hour. After sterilizing leach the soil with large quantities of 
water to reduce the available nutrients. 


Evidence shows that the soil should be slightly acid, although in many instances neutral medium does 
well. If your soil tests slightly alkaline apply /y to | lb. of agricultural sulphur per 100 square feet 
of area. Avoid the use of lime unless the soil is extremely acid. 


Drainage in raised benches as well as in ground beds should be constantly watched. Good drainage 
with proper aeration are necessary to produce a good crop. 


FERTILIZERS 


When using fresh soil, apply 3 to 5 lbs. of super phosphate per 100 square feet of area plus a liberal 
application of manure before planting. A mulch of peat or rooted manure applied two to three weeks 
after planting is helpful. Six weeks after planting and every three weeks until color shows an application 
of ammonium sulfate at the rate of | lb. per 100 square feet of area or 2 lbs. of a complete fertilizer 
are advisable. Remember that the plant is the best guide as to fertilizer requirements. 


When using sterilized soil the best recommendations to follow would be to analyze your soil from time 
to time. We have found that when the following nutrient levels are kept, good crops are the result. 
Nitrate nitrogen should be between 10 to 25 parts per million; phosphorus from 2 to 5 parts per mil- 
lion and potassium 20 to 40 parts per million. 


WATERING 


The knowledge of proper watering is essential to success. Chrysanthemums produce extremely heavy 
foliage and a great deal of water is required at the roots, and under ordinary conditions of bench 
culture overwatering would be difficult. When grown in beds more care should be exercised in watering.

PESTS 


The most troublesome diseases on the chrysanthemum are, Verticillium wilt, stem rot, mildew and Septoria 
leaf spot. Planting healthy cuttings and by using fresh soil should reduce Verticillium wilt and stem 
rot to a minimum. Dusting with sulphur will control mildew. Proper ventilation, especially in early fall, 
and spraying with Bordeaux mixture at least once a week for three weeks will reduce this pest. 


Weekly spraying with good dependable insecticides will control the insects such as aphids, tarnish plant 
bugs, leaf rollers, mealy bugs, red spiders, midge and thrips. 


Thoroughness in spraying is very necessary for the control of these pests.

ey Delay Fbowering by the Use of Artificial Light 


For this purpose select the better mid season and late varieties and grow normally. Disbuds and 
standards are more profitable than pompons, additional light reduces the number of buds produced on 
each spray reducing production. Planting date may be several weeks later than when no lights are used. 
Pinch all varieties late to avoid tendency for crown buds. 


Light with 40 watt lamps using tin reflectors hung at intervals of four feet over the bench. Three to 
ten foot candles are effective and economical. 


Your local lighting. expert will explain these terms if you are not familiar with them. 


Start lights no later than August 10th. It is very important that lights are started before bud 
differentiation. Starting after this date may cause malformed flowers and long necks. 


Turn lights on at dusk and continue lighting three hours every evening or light for 60 minutes each 
night at midnight. Treat each night until you have treated 34 as many nights as you wish to delay 
flowering. In other words, for twenty days if you wish a thirty day delay in flowering. 


Take the first bud showing after light treatment is stopped. 
Pinch pompons the last time 30 days before light treatment is discontinued. 


Grow at night temperature of not less than 50 degrees where possible and consistent with local 
weather conditions. Cooler temperature will induce blindness. 


Be careful that the lights from the bench treated does not light a bench nearby that is not treated. 
This will cause part of the bench not under treatment to be delayed in flowering and consequently 
upset growing plans for bench not under treatment.
